Bishops on Trial. 


The Upper Ecclesiastical Tribunal at 
Athens has decided to commit for trial the 
Metropolitan of Athens, formerly Presi- 
dent of the Holy Synod, and the Bishops 
of Larissa, Cephalonia, and Phocia We 
are reminded of the trial of the seven 
bishops in the reign of James II., but there 
is a striking contrast between the cireum- 
stances of the two cases. Archbishop San- 
croft, of Canterbury, was a man who told 
the truth to kings. When Charles II. lay 
dying he mad to him a very weighty ex- 
hortation in which he used a good degree 
of freedom”; and, a few years later; he, 
with his six colleagues, was brought to trial 
for a bold defiance of the royal will. The 
Greek bishops seem to be ecclesiastics of 
a very different type. The general charge 
against them is that they tried to bolster 
up the tottering throne of King Constan- 
tine with all the terrors and sanctities of 
the Church. These four bishops are sup- 
posed to have been the ringleaders who led 
most of the other bishops astray; amd we 
gather that, under the new order of things 
at Athens, the Holy Synod has been en- 
tirely reconstituted. The charge on which 
they will be tried contains many counts. 
The most prominent of these relates to the 
uncanonical and unlawful decree of 
anathema against M. Venezelos—for which, 
fortunately, that brave and patient patriot 
does not appear to be a penny the worse. 
Ourses, like chickens, come home to roost ; 
and the position of the four bishops is now 
highly unenviable. Their defence is, in fact, 
nothing better than a plea of confession 
and avoidance. They declare that they 
acted with the assent of the former Govern- 
ment, and submit that moral and material 
pressure was exercised‘by the reservis 
The former statement certainly is ö 
but the falsity of the latter one is said to 
be made obvious by notorious facts. For 
instance, after the ceremony of anathema 
the bishops, of their own accord, notified 
the Gicumenical Patriarch officially of its 
proclamation. They asked him to support 
their action, and to proceed to the ex- 
communication of the traitors named in 
the anathema. If they propose to disprove 
these charges, it will be necessary for them 
to explain away the minutes of the Synod. 
Another item in the charges against the 
former Synod has a special interest for the 
English people, for it introduces the name 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury. . It 
seems that, in its desire to help King Con- 
stantine, the Synod asked the Ar@hbishop 
to intervene with the object of raising the 
Allies’ blockade of Greek harbours. His 
Grace is reported to have referred the 
Synod to the British, Government, with an 
explanation that “his dignity did not 
permit him to interfere in political and 
international questions.”

It is not difficult to guess the reason for 
this, for the article explains itself: The 
writer says: “One of those bad times 
which Governments, in common with long- 
distance athletes, encounter is developing 
for the Ministry. Nobody can move about 
as I do without hearing an amount of 
criticism unknown even a few weeks ago. 
This may be no more than the reflection 
of disappointment at the long halt which 
the war on the western front has experi- 
enced—a halt due to natural causes very 
largely—but the Government has to bear 
the questionings. which the situation 
evokes.” | 

Mr. Lloyd George and his colleagues 
(the writer continues) can have no eom- 
plaint on.the ground that they have not 
been given a fair field. They have, on the 
contrary, enjoyed a good deal of favour. 
Mistakes have been received very leniently, 
and successes have received their full meed 
of laudation. If a different and querulous 
spirit begins to be manifested, it arises out 
of the feeling that the Cabinet lacks. driv- 
ing force and concentration upon its task. 
The doubt is now loud whether the smaller 
Cabinet has not given. us dissipation of 
energy, and has not led to the exposure to 
the public eye of that grinding in the 
machinery of government to which a com- 


petent Cabinet usually applies a lubri- 


cant.” This reads somewhat like the 
criticisms on the wait and see Govern- 
ment by the Unionist papers of bygone 
days. 

Sir Douglas Haig has said little about 
the heavy artillery fire that he has main- 
tainéd against the Germans for a week 
past, but the daily German communiqué 
makes a feature of the fact. To-day it 
says that gunfire has increased in inten- 
sity on the coast and other sections. What 
this intense gunfire-may portend we do not 
know, but it is possible that the Germans 
do, and are busy preparing for eventuali- 
ties. The news that the civil population 
is being removed from Ostend sounds sug- 
gestive 

The Evening News to-night has a long 
article on possible moonlight raids on 
London by enemy aircraft. It says that 
it is divulging no secret information in 
saying that London possesses plenty of 
the fastest aeroplanes in the world for its 
defence, piloted by men of experience and 
daring, many of whom have won distinc- 
ti in fightin 
fide i 
methods about which nothing can be said. 
The difficulty in moonlight is that the Trays 
of the moon make the searchlights weak 
and ineffective, but the authorities are ex- 
perimenting with a new illunfinant. Time 
and the enemy, it says, will prove whether 
the measures which will be tried on the 
next moonlight raid will be effective, for 
a new illuminant is not the only t that 
is waiting for the night raiders. Mean- 
while Londoners are convinced that these 
raids on British civilians will be most 
effectively stopped by the bombing of Ger- 
man towns, 

Dr. Michaelis is said to be in a pre 
carious state, so far as his position as 
Chancellor is concerned, for he seems to be 
without the favour of the Kaiser or of the 
people. It is rumoured that there is a 
movement to bring back Prince von Bulow 
to the Chancellery.

If he ever succeeds the present 
Chancellor, however, we may look upon it 
as an indication that the day of the Kaiser 
is passing, for it is said that he will never 
re-appoint Bülow until he is compelled to 
do 80.

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we may judge by the confidence with 
which M. Kerensky was able to rely upon 
the services of communication during 
General Korniloff’s revolt. This Council 
of Five will be assisted in its deliberations 
by the heads of the various other ad- 
ministrative departments, who, however, 
will attend its sittings only im a consulta- 
tive capacity. In its last proclamation 
before it resigned its power to the Diree- 
tory the Provisional Government declared 
that it “regards as chief among the 
problems with which it is faced the re- 
establishment of order in the State and 
the regeneration of a fighting spirit in the 
Army, being persuaded that nothing short 
of the concentration of all’ the living 
strength of the country can succeed in 
extricating the Fatherland from the dis- 
tressing situation in which it stands.” The 
reestablishment of civil order is urgently 
necessary, if for no other reason than that 
only in a disciplined community will it be 
possible for the Directory to take the 
measures which must be taken rapidly if 
the grave peril of famine is not to be 
realised. The regeneration of a fighting 
spirit in the Army is likely to be a more 
lengthy process. The basis of military 
organisation is discipline, and that basis is 
very deeply undermined. In part, per- 
haps, the deterioration was inevitable. In 
proportion as the discipline of the old 
régime was enforced and mechanical, there 
was bound to be a reaction when the 
Army was swept by the revolutionary im- 
pulse. It is probable that the restoration 
of the old type of discipline is now alto- 
gether impossible. What M. Kerensky and 
his colleagues have to do is to direct and 
foster the growth of a new type of discip- 
line, spontaneous and organic. This new 
discipline, however, cannot be other than 
a plant of slow growth. We may hope that 
in time the Revolutionary Army will be 


essential to the State for national work, 
but we heard little more of this part of the 
scheme. We base the assumption that the 
age limit for military service will be soon 
raised on the following sentences in Sir 
Auckland Geddes's statement :—‘‘ To raise 
men purely on an age basis is not really a 
possible way of recruiting in a modern 
highly industrialised State, and I doubt 
if an Army formed on these lines would 
be a good Army. . . The Army needed 
older men to maintain cohesion and to 
steady the young men. That the 
War Cabinet will instruct this Ministry to 


proceed to ratse still further drafts for the 


Armies I fully anticipate.” We discern in 
these sentences an intention to ensure 


‘ample supplies of men for the Army by 


new and drastic methods. We have the pre- 
cedent of France, even in the early stages 
of the war. There is little difference 
physically between the man of forty-one 
and the man of forty-five, and men of 
fifty should be able to do excellent work 
behind the lines.

It is not difficult to guess the reason for 
this, for the article explains itself. The 
writer says: “One of those bad times 
which Governments, in common with long- 
distance athletes, encounter is developing 
for the Ministry.

If a different and querulous 
spirit begins to be manifested, it arises out 
of the feeling that the Cabinet lacks. driv- 
ing force and concentration upon its task. 
The doubt is now loud whether the smaller 
Cabinet has not given us dissipation of 
energy, and has not led to the exposure to 
the public eye of that grinding in the 
machinery of government to which a com- 
petent Cabinet usually applies a lubri- 
cant.” This reads somewhat like the 
criticisms on the wait and see Govern- 
ment by the Unionist papers of bygone 
days. 

Sir Douglas Haig has said little about 
the heavy artillery fire that he has main- 
tainéd against the Germans for a week 
past, but the daily German communiqué 
makes a feature of the fact, To-day it 
says that gunfire has increased in inten- 
sity on the coast and other sections. What 
this intense gunfire may portend we do not 
know, but it is possible that the Germans 
do, and are busy preparing for eventuali- 
ties. The news that the civil population 
is being removed from Ostend sounds sug- 
gestive 

The Evening News to-night has a long 
article on possible moonlight raids on 
London by enemy aircraft. It says that 


electing him Lord Mayor, he stated that, so 
far as possible, from the civic chair he would 
not mention anything pertaining to politics, 
and he was not going to do so now. He fully 
realised the danger re was for any indivi- 
dual to find fault with the military authorities 
in this country at present, but when English

He did not suggest for a 
moment that men, no matter to what party 
they belonged, should be allowed to defy the 
law by using inflammatory speeches, or by vio- 
lent action: but he did think that the present 
policy of the military authorities was one which 
was not for the best interests of the general 
peace of the country. (Hear, hear.) Aa to 
the Convention, some people might object to 
ite constitution, and perhaps, justly so; but he 
(the Lord Mayor) was breaking no confidence 
when he told the Council that seldom had a 
body of Irishmen Who had come together, and
